Twenty-five cent short orders were 
predicted by a

re sta u ra te u r 
Wednesday in commenting upon 
the 
rise in prices of staple food 
stuffs 
and of meats in particular, some of 
which have increased several 
cents 
per pound within the past few days, 
and give every promise of becoming 
still more expensive, 
under 
the in­ 
fluence of foreign purchases of mam­ 
moth supplies in anticipation of war 
scarcity. 
Sugar is now selling at $1.60 and 
$1.65 a sack, although dealers declare 
that aside from England’s purchase 
of large amounts, there is little legi­ 
timate reason, apparently, for this or 
a number of other advances. 
Flour 
is also on the 
increase, 
but 
the 
change is more gradual, save 
with 
Ceresota, which has gone up $1.20 a 
barrel within a week. 
Coffees 
are 
selling from two to six 
cents 
per 
pound higher than normal. Beans are 
selling for $3.15 a bushel instead of 
$2.35. 
Salmon is another staple which has 
gone up by leaps and bounds, due to 
large purchases by 
foreign 
buyers. 
Wheat, dealers predict, will probably 
not go much above the present figure, 
$1.10, since the 
mammoth 
western 
crops will shortly* be on the market. 
Corn is wrell above normal. .The gen­ 
eral opinion seems to be that the in­ 
flation is largely artificial, induced as 
much by panicky American buying as 
by foreign 
purchases,

Knew He Was Honest. 
A man who kept a small shop was 
waiting on a single customer early one 
morning. 
His little boy and he were 
alone at the time, and the shopkeeper 
was obliged to go upstairs for some 
change. Before doing so he whispered 
to the little chap to watch the custom­ 
er to see that he didn't steal anything. 
Very soon the proprietor returned 
with the necessary change, and the 
boy sang out. “He didn’t steal any­ 
thing, pa; 1 watched him!” 


Thomas A. Edison, who in IB76 sent 
a current of electricity through a vacu­ 
um and thus proved that light was a 
form of energy, stood under a myriad 
of the latest improvements of his first 
commercial light and told experts of 
the electrical world in Philadelphia of 
the big things that are yet to be ac­ 
complished by the harnessed lightning. 
“Seventy-five per cent of the electri­ 
cal problems are still to be worked 
out,” he said, 
“For the next genera­ 
tion of Edisons there are millions of 
things. 
For this Edison I should like 
to be able to generate electricity from 
coal without first changing it into 
steam. 
But it will take too long to 
perfect, and I am getting old. 
"Electricity will come on all railroads 
—that is, where traffic is congested. 
I 
remember when I told Frank Thomp­ 
son thirty two years ago, when he was 
a vice president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, that this would he true and he 
laughed at me- yes, laughed at me— 
and some of the reports about my work 
at that time by the railroad men who 
are today using electricity were the 
worst reports about anything that 
have ever read. 
Realizing Dream of His Life. 
“I have been working upon my new 
storage battery for over five years now 
and believe it has reached the point 
where the dream of my life to see ev 
erything in the ' ¡ties electrified can l>e 
realized. Four years ago I guaranteed 
about a million dollars’ worth of these 
I batteries to run for four years. 
Fully 
400,000 of these have stood that test, 
and 1 am ready to increase the guar 
antee.” 
Elaborating upon the process of gen 
erating electricity from coal, Mr. Edi 
son is quoted in the New York Times 
as follows; 
“It will require ten or fifteen years’ 
more work. It lias taken nearly a hun­ 
dred years to reach the point we have 
now attained." 
The new method, it was explained 
would ultimately eliminate boiler, en 
gine and dynamo in the transforma 
tion of the heat produced by the burn 
ing of coal into electrical power. 
By 
the present process of making electric 
ity, in which these three middle proc 
esses must be used, approximately 30 
per cent of the original power Is lost 
through the boiler, 70 per cent of this 
Is lost through the engine, and only 90 
per cent of the engine power is finally 
converted in to kilowatts. 
More than 
four-fifths of the original power is lost 
through 
the intricate process, and 
whereas one pound of good coal should 
produce four kilowatts for an hour, or 
five and a half horsepower, only three- 
fourths of a kilowatt hour Is derived 
from it. 


Electrically Propelled Ocean Liners. 
When asked if it was possible to es­ 
timate the percentage of power which 
would be saved Mr. Edison said that 
that could not be done at present. 
When the new process has been pre- 
fected to the extent that more than 20 
per cent of the coal power can be made 
use of it will be equal to the present 
process, and the equipment required 
for generating electricity will be in­ 
significant compared to the present 
equipment 
“The possibilities are boundless," he 
said. "I can't anticipate them. I don’t 
know much about electricity—nobody 
does. 
We know only one millionth of 
all there is to be known about I t ” 
A few of those who have made a 
close study of the subject say that 
when the new process has been de­ 
veloped to a sufficient degree it will be 
possible to propel ocean liners by elec­ 
tricity, thereby saving the present 
great waste of power necessary where 
boilers and engines are used and m ak­ 
ing it possible fnr liners to travel with 
a much smaller tonnage of coal. 
Speaking of flying machines, Mr. Ed­ 
ison said; 
“The secret of flying is the bee. The 
body of the bee weighs seven thousand 
times as much as the wings which 
propel it. 
When we can do this then 
we will be doing something. 
The se­ 
cret of the air Is that it is as rigid as 
steel for speed.”
